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SENATE AIR POWER BACKERS 
SAYS HIGH COMMAND REQUEST 
FALLS SHORT OF U. S. NEED

WASHINGTON, March 26—Sen­ 
ate air p ower advocates insisted to­ 
day the high command’s own ex­ 
p ansion p rogram falls short of ac­ 
tual needs. 
They declared drafting men until 
a universal training p rogram can 
be p ut into full op eration Is not 
enough to give this country the 
armed strength required to back 
up President Truman's halt-Russla 
policy. 
Led ty Senator Lodge <R-Mass.), 
himself a World War II veteran, the 
determined backers of a mightier 
air force showed little alarm over 
testimony that Russian submarines 
have been seen "of our shores.” 
Nor did they take sp ecific Issue 
with p lans to draft at least 200,000 
men between the ages of 19 and 
26 for two-y ear terms with event­ 
ual registration of all men up to 45 
y ears of age. 
But the half-dozen or more sen­ 
ators gave every sign of an all-out 
fight to p rovide the atr force with 
70 combat group s. 
The 
$ 3,448.000,000 
p rep aredness 
p rogram outlined by the nation’s 
military leaders y esterday contem­ 
p lates no addition to the 55 group s 
now p lanned. 
Lodge Was Guest 
But Lodge, who sat in as a guest 
of the senate armed services com­ 
mittee, noted in sharp questioning 
of the military chiefs that the or­ 
iginal bluep rint for this country ’s 
p ostwar air force contemp lated 70 
group s. 
He demanded to know why this 
figure had been cut and p articularly 
why it had not been restored in 
the light of tension with Russia. 
Lodge drew admissions from Sec­ 
retary of Air Sy mington and from 
Gen Carl Sp aatz, air force chief 
of staff, that they still regard the 
larger figure as ma mmt?*

This brought Secretary of De­ 
fense ForresUl back to the witness 
stand with the rejoinder that to 
add the 15 group s would boost the 
cost of the exp ansion p rogram to 
$ ’8 000.0Ctl,000 for air p ower alone.
